FREE DELIVERY EXTEANSION,

The postoffice depurtment hus nearly
completed srrangements for testing the
cost and operntion of a free delivery ser-
viee intowns having as fow as five hun-
drod people.  Congress st tho last ses-
slon mnde an appropeiation for this pur-
poses, and the postmaster gencral has
contidence fn the success of the experi-
ment, If it shall prove to be ns success-
ful as hopoed for the cost of o lee deliv-
ery system will be shown to vange be-
tween twenty and forly conts per yeor
for each inhabitant, or an gonusl eost of
from one hundead to two himdred dollars
in the smallest towns selected.

Whilo it has hoen proposed for sev-

ol years to extend’ the free de-
livery systom to towns having
five thousand popuintion, the
system  being  now  practicully oon-
fined  to plices  whose  popula-
tion excecds ten thonsand, the vlan

which i now to be exparimentod with is
a concoptionof Postmanster Generad Wan-
wmaker, who balieves that free delivery
onn gradually be extended  toall com-
munities and bo self-sustaining, A suc-
cessful example is furnished by the ox-
perience in Englond, snd although the
diffizrent conditions here present geeater
difffenlties to be overcome, the post-
mastor peneral, after o careful study of
the mattor, has faith that the proposed
plam ean bo successfully carried out,
That the system eoan be onlarged with
wdvantago to the postul servies and the
publie admits of ttle doubt.  There are
many communities of less than ten
thousand inhabitints to which it conld
b extendod with every cortainty of
boing solf-sustaining. 3ulit is not easy
toshare the aith of the postmastor gen-
ornl that it eam be male o suceess in tho

smull communitics with which ha pro-
poses o experiment, Still it' s worth
while to muke the test, hecausa even
should It not vedult ns the postmastor
goneral hopes, there will be useful
knowledge devived from i for fulure
guidance, A larga mumber of people

embraced in the smaller towns of the
country will watch the experiment with
great interest,

JAY GOULD AND CONGRESS.

Mr, Gould's object In nsking for this
chinngo in the law is to vemoyve the lost
barrior ngninst the destenction of com-
petition,  He has o plan to make all
rillroads prosperous and pooling is one
of its most essentind fentures,  Probably
no hinrm will be done if inthis instunee
his request 8 honoeed,  He alrendy has
the power to arbiteavily fix the rates,
und he will doobtless use Qt. It will
then be necessary for the people to use
their power and lhmit the mtes o a
reasonable basis. I this were done why
would the pool be objectiongble? Wonld
it not be advantageous ns furnishing the
means of keoping the rules uniform
under the lmits Axed by the govern-
ment?  Wihat the people want ave
raasonnble mtes that will be staple.
They derive no advantage inthe long
run from rteckless euts in fares. If
uniform and faiv rates wore established

private  arrangements  for  the  divi-
sion of profits among the milronds
would not greatly concern them  The

ovil is not that the railrond is a monop-
aly,  All publie carriers are in thom-
solves monopolics, The evil is that the
monopoly is not properly controlled.
